His eldest son, a prince, who enter- 
tained the Colonel and myself as 
guests, translated, and ohtained from 
his father the promise of a valuable 
piece of land in the town for a Hall and 
Quarters. Afterwards we held an 
Open-Air Meeting in the market place, 
outside the palace walls. The prince 
was an interested listener among the 
hundreds of natives, and was also the 
first of eleven who came into the ring 
seeking Salvation."

All Doing Something 

"All Salvationists, however humble 
their position, are doing something to- 
wards making the world better if they are 
the right sort of Salvationists," said the 
Commissioner. 

The sort of Salvationists the General 
expects his people to be, was then clearly 
set forth by the reading of the Articles of 
War by Major Smith, the Divisional

The Workers Behind The Work 

An Interview with THE GENERAL 



[From "The Good Samaritan, 1924" the Annual Report of the Social Work of the Salvation Army] 



"11/HAT, General, is the particular aspect of The 
* > Army's Social Work which is appealing to 
you as the result of your recent travels?" 

It should be explained that the General, but 
three months previously, had returned from a very 
exacting but inspiring Campaign of Councils and 
Meetings, and Civic and State Receptions, in 
Australia and New Zealand, touching at Naples 
and Ceylon on the way out, and Hawaii on the

homeward journey, via Canada. Also that within 
a few hours of our application to him for the pur- 
nnsog nf this Report, he was again leaving the 
shores of the Old Land for a brief but strenuous 
Campaign in the lastnamed Dominion. 

Replying with spirit to the question before him, 
and in phrases rendered the more vivid on account 
of the fragment of time left to him from some 
of his last crowded hours at International Head- 
quarters, the General said: 

"I have been profoundly stirred by the in- 
creasing influence and value of the labours of 
the Omcers — both men and women — engaged in 
this work. Never, I suppose, in the history of the 
world has there been such a time of anxiety and 
sorrow among all classes, and this has, of course, 
reached down with special weight and severity 
upon those who belong to the depressed portions 
of tho people. 

"The prisons — the slums— the very streets hold 
so much misery that most people are disposed to 
turn away from its contemplation. But, alas! the 
river of misery flows on. 

"The homeless — what a reservoir of melan- 
choly, loneliness, and griefs they represent 1 

"Look at the horrible burden of disillusion- 
ment and bitterness that rests upon the women 
who have been deceived, 
and betrayed, and aban- 
doned to fight the battle 
alone ! 

"Take the uncared-for 
children — those who 
have no parents, or, hav- 
ing them, are in worse 
case than if they had not. 

"What a picture of 
woe, of heartache, of des- 
pair all this presents! I 
suppose all communities 
must have a certain 
fringe of the unemploy- 
ed and genuinely unfor- 
tunate types; but im- 
mediately one comes to 
studying the individual,

"And then there are the loafers — the people 
who do not like work. They form part of every 
class; but in the lower types they are found out! 
These sponge, beg, go hungry, live a nomadic 
existence — picking fruit and hops, picking up 
cigar-ends in the streets, sometimes picking 
pockets; and then, at the community's expense, 
are carefully housed and fed in order that they 
may pick oakum ! 

"The picture is dismal enough, and yet I have 
put it in very light and transient colours com- 
pared with those which might be used. 

"Looking at that picture, however, I think the 
happiness I experience at reflecting that those 
whom The Army has raised up for the purpose, 
and who from training and motive know how to 
do it, are constantly moving in and out amongst 
the victims of misfortune, ill-doing, and despair, 
will beiier be understood. Not alone do they bring 
material help. They go to the Shelters and Homes 
filled with disconsolate souls. They sing to the 
poor women who have themselves forgotten how 
to sing. They bring sunshine to the little children. 
Army Bands sweep through the dark streets, 
sending strains of holy song up the closes and 
alleys. In short, they take 
love, and what love makes, 
where love is little known. 

"Do you ask — Who are they, 
these Helpers of the Helpless? 
They are just of the common 
people, consecrated and train- 
ed quickened by the Spirit of 
God and taught by experience 
how to heal wounds and lift 
up the broken in heart. 

"It almost goes without 
saying that many of these 
Officers frequently undergo 
dark and difficult experiences. 
To battle with drunken and 
desperate people, for example, 
is not an easy business. Often 
it is a fight not only of heart 
wiih heart and mind wiih 
mind, but a sheer physical 
struggle. Prayers and tears and 
expostulations must on occasion 
be reinforced with actual re- 
straint. Many of the people who suffer most from 
want and unemployment arc embittered in spirit 
by their misfortunes. The discipline of life has 
not helped them to bear easily its disasters. 
Living amongst such, our Officers — men and 
women alike — must be prepared to make allow- 
ance for their angry moods and patiently help 
them to believe in the possibility of better times. 

"Numbers of folks are found to have been 
destroyed through the indulgence of one wrong 



feeling, or their abandonment to some hate or 
fear. It is surely a benefit rendered to the whole 
community when they can be induced to put away 
the evil thing and start once more upon a life of 
service instead of disservice. 

"All this entails a great strain upon our Work- 
ers; indeed, only God could really hold them up. 
Doubtless they are largely helped to endure by 
the fruit they see springing from their toil. 

"Mr. Bruce (Prime Minister of Australia) 
asked me how it was we could keep our Officers 
at such a trying business. I replied that it was 
because they saw in the transformations and mir- 
acles wrought evidence not only of the presence 
of God with them in their efforts, but of the possi- 
bility of lifting up permanently those who were 
down, and starting again those who had fallen 
niii of the r**ce." 

"You have a special object, General, in sneak- 
ing like this ?" 

"Well, I am talking to those who have been 
good enough to assist The Army financially in 
the past, and who will, I earnestly and seriously 
hope, help us still further, and thus make possible

the continuance and development of the kind of 
work I have been describing. 

"With this in mind, I feel they may be in- 
terested to know that all our activities, only a 
tithe of which is referred to in this Report, are 
carried on without ceasing in the name of Jesus 
Christ. 

"Many of the socialists and revolutionaries 
say openly that they do not believe in the idea of 
a Supreme Being because 
God is of no use to them. 
They announce brazenly 
that He does nothing for 
them, and so they pro- 
pose to dispense with a 
belief in Him altogether. 
"Now, here comes in 
The Army Officer! Liv- 
ing and loving and toil- 
ing amongst the people, 
he presents a concrete, 
flesh-and - blood example 
of the very opposite doc- 
trine! He — or she — 
comes along with the 
practical aspect of Chris- 
tianity, and boldly de- 
cares that all that is 
done, whether in the tem- 
poral or the moral sphere, 
is done out of love to 
God — by the Spirit of 
God — and with the help 
of God!

Fconomic Friction in South Africa 

THE Union of South Africa and the 
Portuguese colony of Mozambique 
appear to be on the eve of better relations. 
There has been an economic war between 
the two for the past 18 months over the 
question of ratifying the ■ convention. 

The importance of Mozambique to 
the Union is obvious. The natives of 
that country provide excellent workmen 
for the Rand mines, and the Mozambique 
port of Delagoa Bay provides a valuable 
outlet for the Rand products. Inci- 
dentally, the Province of Mozambique 
benefits by the prosperity of the Union. 

A change of Government in South 
Africa has brought hope of an early settle- 
ment of the economic friction existing 
between the two countries. 

Salvaging a Long Lost Cargo 

A CARGO of wheat has just been sal- 
vaged off the coast of Chile which 
had lain under 200 feet of water in the 
hold of a sunken ship the "Cape Horn" 
since 1869. The purpose of refloating 
the schooner was to get her cargo of 600 
tons of copper. The wheat, however, 
made a valuable addition to the salvage, 
for it was found not to have been damaged 
in the least by its half-century at the 
bottom of the sea, and has been sent on 
to be ground at the mill. 



When Workers Co-operate 

A SIGNIFICANT development in the 
American co-operative movement 
has taken place in Bergholz, an Ohio 
mining village. Despair hung over its 
homes nine months ago, and there was 
but one topic of conversation — will the 
mine ever re-open? 

Now Bergholz is as busy as it ever was, 
110 miners are working six days a week 
and they all own a share in the mine that 
s giving them a living. 
i Last April the Bergholz mine was 
closed and thrown into the hands of a 
receiver. Days of inactivity followed. 
There was seemingly no other way in 
Bergholz for thDse who worked in the 
mine to earn a living, and most of the 
miners had their savings of a lifetime tied 
up in their homes. They wanted to stay 
there. 

So they got together and decided to 
buy the village's only industry and run 
it themselves. The venture is proving a 
great success. 

A Nonsensical Gathering 

A MOST peculiar Congress was re- 
cently held in Milan, Italy. It was 
termed the "First National Futurist 
Congress." The themes discussed in- 
cluded such fantastic themes as the aerial 
theater the spiritual alphabet and the 
ideal Futurist village. This latter, by 
the way, a certain delegate is reported as 
having said, is one in which the trees give 
out artificial perfumes and have among 
their branches extraordinary birds! Then 
stress was laid on the claim that the past 
had enjoyed a "perpendicular conception 
of music," whereas the future would have 
a "horizontal conception of it." 

That any considerable body of people 
should spend their time in discussing such 
nonsense seems deplorable. It would be 
much better if they would set themselves 
to solving some of the problems of the 
nr £sent and endeavor to sr^nd their lives 
usefully, in a practical way.

War's Toll in Shipping 

AN INKLING of the extent of the 
**■ losses to shipping caused by the war, 
is given in the report of the P. and O. 
Steam Navigation Co. One passage of 
the report states that the Australian mail 
service "has been carried on during the 
past year under some difficulty, owing to 
the loss by enemy action of so many of 
the company's fine ships." 

That it has taken this large company 
six years to build up again its mail ser- 
vice is a striking commentary on the 
disorganisation of shipping which the war 
brought about. There is only one ship 
now in existence which is capable of over 
26 knots for any sustained 'period, and 
this is the Mauretania. 

Macaroni Industry Spreading 

CANADA has become Italy's rival as a 
macaroni manufacturing nation. Three 
years ago the Dominion imported 7,000, 
000 pounds of macaroni, principally from 
Italy. Last year it imported only a few 
hundred pounds. Canada's factories tur- 
ned out 12,000,000 pounds, according to 
a report issued by the Dominion bureau 
of statistics. Canada, the report shows, 
is building up a world market for its 
macaroni. 

American Immigrants 

riTOE largest immigration station in 
J- the world is at Ellis Island, in New 
York Harbor. Through this station, 
full of tragedy, sorrow, and joy, a 
flood of aliens have passed and are 
passing. The highest number reached 
in a single year was in 1914, when a 
total of 1,218,000 immigrants wore 
admitted. 

Since the war there has been re- 
stricted immigration. In 1923, 475,656 
passed through the Ellis Island gates. 
The number admitted was three^per 
cent of the number of foreign born 
of each nationality in the country at 
the time of the census of 1910. Under 
the new immigration law just passed 
the quota has been fixed at two per 
eent of the number of foreign born cf 
eaeh nationality in the country in the 
year 1890. This new law will admit 
about 160,000 a year. It will mean

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Vancouver I Band 
Visits Penitentiary

. I was privileged to pay a visit along 
with Major Cummins and the Vancouver 
Citadel Band to the Penitentiary at New 
Westminster, B.C., on the moirnng of the 
last Sunday of 1924. 

Major Cummins has been acting 
Chaplain during the last seven months and 
was putting in his last Sunday in that 
capacity. An official Chaplain has now 
been appointed by Ottawa ar.d he starts 
his duties with the beginning of 1925. 
Colonel Cooper in voicing his appreciation 
of the Band's efforts in coming out so 
often,- and of the work of The Army 
generally in the different institutions, 
paid Major Cummins a very high compli- 
ment for the faithful way he had cariied 
out his duties while acting in the capacity 
of Chaplain.

then, there is a God after all! I always knew He 
was somewhere, even when I denied Him. Now 
I have found Him again!" 

"Further — all that The Army does is done 
coincidentally with the fearless exposure and con- 
demnation of «in. The Offieers who serve amongst 
these classes do not go to them with any notion of 
coddlfng or merely comforting them amidst the 
woes which are the natural outcome of the evil 
in their Iivi:s. On the contrary, they condemn 
what is bad, and point to the tyranny of evil with- 
in as being the great evil. .They show how Hell 
bujrinB here because sin beginp here; and they 
bring the sin home to the individual, often there- 
by extracting the old, old prayer: "God be merci- 
ful to me! It is I who am the sinner!" 

"And when some half-convicted one is dis- 
posed to seek escape from responsibility by blam- 
ing his circumstances, or parentage, or employ- 
ers, or companions, the loving appeal is ever 
driven home: "No, it is not this — it is not even 
that — it is you who are the sinner!" 

'1 suggested a moment ago that money is need- 



ed to maintain and carry this Work on. Let me add 
that I feel more and more that it ought to be 
carried on. The other evening I was present for a 
short time at an Open-Air Meeting in one of the 
populous suburbs of a great city, and studying 
the faces of the crowd, which was composed of 
about two-thirds men and the remainder women 
and children of varying ages, I felt how great 
was the value of that one Meeting in bringing 
some degree of hope into the hearts of those who 
had given up, or were on the Verge of giving up, 
all attempts at goodness, and were resigning them- 
selves to drifting with the stream, 

'That crowd probably contained some three 
hundred people, apart from the Salvationists 
themselves, less than five per cent of whom ever 
enter any place of worship or have any association 
with religion of any kind — indeed, they would 
probably have felt insulted if religion had been 
suggested to thein except by The Salvation Army. 

"But although I am glad to say these Officers 
of Faith and Worts are a growing force, they 
are not increasing as rapidly as the Work de- 
mands. It is one of the -wonders of The Army that 
it has always raised up new spirits to carry on 
the old efforts, and it is our joy now to have the 
children of Officers who are or were themselves 



in one or other of these departments of service to 

take their place and share, in them." ' ; 1
